Why the Harrowing? 


Harrowing is a breaking up process. 
And when we are under the harrow we 
may find it distressingly severe. The dic- 
tionary tells us that the harrow is an agri- 
cultural implement set with iron or wooden 
teeth and drawn over plowed land to level 
it or break the clods. A transferred mean- 
ing is “to torment or distress; vex.” But 
harrowing is sometimes the best blessing 
that can come, whether to farm land or to 
ourselves. A Christian worker who has 
been indefatigable and unsparing of self for 


many years in the Lord’s service is now 
confronted by a physical condition that 
means inactivity and resting; this worker 
writes to a personal friend: “Perhaps the 
Lord wants to shut me up to more leisure, 
and whatever new and limited form of serv- 
ice he may designate. It is his will that 
there should be continued fruit-bearing, 
and perhaps the harrowing of the soil, 
deeper and more searching, may produce 
a harvest better in quality.” Not every 
child of God is as quick and ready to trust 
the heavenly Father with the harrowing. 
He longs to have us trust him, and to rest 
confidently in his perfect will and his per- 
fect love. For it is the Son and Saviour 
who died for us, who spoke the loving 
assurance: “Herein is my Father glorified, 
that ye bear much fruit” (John 15:8).

Suicide or Salvation 

Suicide is logical for those “having 
no hope, and without God in the world.” 
Salvation is the only satisfying alternative 
to suicide. A recent blessed sequel to a 
salvation that replaced suicide has come to 
light in Japan. Miss Sadie Weidner, of 
the Mino Mission, Ogaki, told Times 
readers years ago of a Japanese mother,

her way to commit suicide at the famous 
waterfall near Ogaki. Coming to the mis- 
sion gate she saw Bible posters, stopped, 
read them, went in to inquire further about 
the meaning of the “gracious words,” as 
she called them. Eagerly she drank in the 
story of the Lord Jesus and his Gospel of 
love and salvation, and that day a new life 
began for her. A recent letter from Miss 
Weidner tells the sequel: the Christian 
mother has been visiting in Ogaki again, 
and the baby boy who was on her back 
that night when she planned suicide is now 
eleven years old and has spent much of 
his time with the missionaries during this 
visit. Miss Weidner writes: “He is one 
of the brightest Japanese boys I have ever 
known —a joy to know, and he himself 
is rejoicing in the Lord Jesus Christ. As 
I have been dictating this letter he has been 
singing heartily, ‘Jesus Loves Me,’ ‘Face 
to Face,’ and now, ‘Only Trust Him.’ With 
eyes sparkling and face radiant he told us: 
‘The hearts of the people of the world are 
bad, and I want to teach them to believe 
in Jesus so they can go to Heaven. They 
will be happy then.’ May it be our Father’s 
will to choose him to preach Christ to his 
own people!” Yes, salvation is better than 
suicide !

By a defeated Christian who found victory 


“Simply remain in Him.” 
HESE words, from Moffat’s trans- 
lation of 1 John 2:27, seem to give 
concisely the secret of the victorious 
life. There are not many things for the 
child of God to do in order to have daily 
victory, but only one: simply remain in 
our Saviour and Lord. So many times we 
are bewildered in our quest after heart- 
rest. In this verse we find that simplicity 
from which Paul fears the minds of his 
converts may be corrupted (2 Cor. 2:3). 
What shall we do when doubts sweep 
over us, when temptations assail, when 
fears and anxieties arise? 
out against these foes with martial spirit? 
Shall we plan an intricate program of 
battle and victory? No; simply remain in 
Christ, in the safe shelter of his finished 
work, How our spirit relaxes as we let 
go the conflict and turn the responsibility 
for victory over to One who is able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all that we 
ask or think! 
We are simply to remain in him when 
sorrows come, when persecutions arise,

when false reports are spread abroad, when 
friends misunderstand us. Let us say the 
words over a hundred times a day. Let 
their beauty and strength sink deep into 
the parched recesses of our spirits. 

Simply remain in him. What a precious 
relationship! Paul declared that he counted 
all things but loss that he might be found 
in Christ. It is a relationship of sufficiency. 
For “in him dwelleth all the fulness of 
the Godhead bodily. And ye are complete 
in him” (Col. 2:9, 10). 

It is a relationship of safety. “Blessed 
is the man that trusteth in him” (Psa. 34: 
8), for “He is a shield unto them that 
put their trust in him” (Prov. 30:5). It 
is a relationship in which we are eternally 
secure. “For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor principal- 
ities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor depth, nor 
any other creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord” (Rom. 8:38, 39). 

But it is a relationship also that entails 
responsibility. “He that saith he abideth 
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in him ought himself also so to walk, even 
as he walked” (1 John 2:6). 

As we simply remain in him, blessed 
results follow. 

Prayer is effectual. “If ye abide in me, 
and my words abide in you, ye shall ask 
what ye will, and it shall be done unto 
you” (John 15:7). 

Joy is celestial. “These things have I 
spoken unto you, that my joy. might re- 
main in you, and that your joy might be 
full” (John 15:11). 

Fruit is perpetual. “He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth 
much fruit” (John 15:5). “Ye have not 
chosen me, but I have chosen you, ... 
that ye should go and bring forth fruit, 
and that your fruit should remain” (John 
15: 16). 

There is another aspect of this rest as 
we simply remain in him. “Remain in 
him now, that, when he shall appear, we 
may have confidence, and not be ashamed 
before him at his appearing” (1 John 2: 
28). This, then, is the secret of our prep- 
aration for our Lord’s coming. Simply 
remain in him. It is just as simple as 
that. When he comes we shall go forth 
unashamed, with glad, triumphant step to 
meet the Bridegroom. So the load slips 
from tired hearts that have been striving 
to be ready for his coming and have been 
conscious of shortcomings and defeat. 


“We have not to mount. on high, 
But to sink into His fullness, 
And in trustful weakness lie.” 


May there be some who miss this glori- 
ous secret? The verse plainly implies this. 

In the laboratory of human life the for- 
mula works. In one of the suburbs of 
New York City lived a young woman who 
was ill in body, depressed in mind, and 
backslidden spiritually. Friends offered her 
help in one way or another; one through 
Unity, another through Christian Science, 
a third through orthodox but powerless 
Christianity. One day she read in the 
paper that a certain Christian worker was 
to speak in New York. His subject was 
given as “The Victorious Life.” The words 
struck deep. 


“Down in the human heart, crushed by the 
tempter, 
Feelings lie buried that grace can restore.” 


With great difficulty she attended that 
meeting and heard of an all-sufficient Sav- 
iour. A short time later she attended a 
summer Victorious Life Conference at 
Princeton; and there she took Christ as 
her victory. The night after she had taken 
this stand in the prayer room the Holy 
Spirit deeply convicted her of “Christian” 
sins: pride, selfishness, fault-finding, criti- 
cism, self-righteousness, self-sufficiency. It 
was a revelation to her of sin. For she 
had been brought up in a sheltered Chris- 
tian home, had been converted when nine 
years old, and, like Paul, had kept the 
law and the commandments; but under the 
revealings of the Holy Spirit, she felt as 
sinful as any human being could feel. 
Softly she whispered the words of the 
hymn. 

“There is a fountain filled with blood, 

Drawn from Immanuel’s veins, 
And sinners plunged beneath that flood 
Lose all their guilty stains.” 

In all the starlit universe there 
seemed to be none else but her Lord and 
herself. As the power of the blood be- 
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came a reality; she dedicated herself to 
His service unreservedly. That night on 
the still-air-she heard the notes of a cornet 
with the heart-searching melody, “Where 
He leads me I will follow.” 

“Yes, Lord,” she breathed, “anywhere.” 
And it seemed to her as she thought of the 
familiar verse, “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations . . . and, lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the world,” 
that the Lord was saying to her: “If 
you go, I will go with you; if you stay, 
you must stay alone.” 

The days that followed revealed to her 
the meaning of the verse, “Behold, I make 
all things new.” She was living in the 
new creation in Christ Jesus. “Therefore 
if any man be in Christ, he is a new cre- 
ation: old things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new” (2 Cor. 5: 17). 
There was no effort now in leading souls 
to Christ. The burdensome Sunday school 
class hecame a joyful privilege. Gradually 
the lines of service broadened. She spoke 
on conference platforms from coast to 
coast, testifying of an all-sufficient Sav- 
iour, 

The months multiplied to years, until

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How the Faith of Students Is Being Destroyed 


Teachings in high school and college that undermine the 
old foundations and make way for atheism

Advancement of Atheism _ states: 
“The revolt of modern youth, which 
so alarms the orthodox, makes easier the 
formation of anti-religious groups in high 
schools and colleges. With the elimination 
of religious instruction and the introduction 
of the teaching of modern science, particu- 
larly evolution, one may with truth say that 
the schools in their courses fight for athe- 
ism. Most of these groups are, for ob- 
vious reasons, secret. Whether open or 
secret, their titles vary from ‘Truth Seekers’ 
and ‘Liberal Club’ to ‘Damned Souls’ and 
‘Society of the Godless,’ and perhaps at 
the extreme, that of a branch in a Cali- 
fornia high school, ‘The Hedonic Host of 
Hell-Bent Heathens.’ This branch had, at 
last report, 35 members out of 300 students, 
and with systematic proselytizing hopes to 
have 100 by the end of the school year. 
The leader is an enthusiastic young genius, 
until recently very active in the church.” 
This statement was issued some years 
ago, and the “systematic proselytizing” has 
most successfully continued, if statistics re- 
garding church attendance and membership 
are correctly reported. 


Atheist Clubs in Schools 


A further statement from atheism sources 
reads: “In high schools and colleges, as 
well as preparatory schools there are athe- 
ist societies, which though not organized 
by the 4-A were the result of its activity. 
These societies are numerous. They are 
not affiliated or even in touch with us, but 
should be. Members becoming acquainted 
with them should inform us so that we may 
render proper aid.”” 

Again: “Most denominational sclfools 
are hotbeds of heresy, as it is impossible 
for an educational institution to maintain 
any degree of dignity without teaching 
evolution, which inevitably undermines re- 
ligion. . . . Higher criticism, presenting the 
facts concerning the origin and formation of 
the Bible, produces skepticism. The efforts 
of the Fundamentalists to educate are tragic. 
They should abandon them altogether.” 

In 1929, the International Christian Cru- 
sade received the following letter (a sam- 
ple of hundreds more): “I ‘have a son, 
finely educated (as the world counts educa- 
tion), but his eight years in university 
have undermined his faith. He confessed 
Christ Jesus as Saviour and was baptized 
and joined the church, as.a boy; but when 
he came to me last year, after being eight 
years away, he called God’s Holy Word 
‘twaddle,’ taunting me for believing it. It 
has almost broken my heart, for we have 
always had the family altar, and the Bible 
reading in the home. .. . We denied our- 
selves to send our boys to college, little 
dreaming what the result would be. ... 
I simply could not describe how I was stir- 
red to see your I. C. C, is taking up work 
in Canada. To God be the glory, it is 
an answer to many prayers.”

“It is an answer to many prayers,” 
writes one mother concerning the In- 
ternational Christian Crusade, of which 
Mrs. Howe is General Secretary. This 
mother and her husband gave their 
sons a Christian home training and 
denied themselves to send them to 
college. After eight years in a uni- 
versity one son had lost his faith and 
ridiculed the Bible. She wrote to Mrs. 
Howe in distress, yet in thankfulness 
for the International Christian Cru- 
sade. What was formerly the Cana- 
dian Christian Crusade has now been 
enlarged, and in this article Mrs. Howe 
tells how she and her associates, by 
prayer, correspond », and the dis- 
tribution of literature, are bringing 
students back to the old Faith. 











In 1932, speaking to a large assembly 
in which were representatives of every 
denomination, and also the leading Social- 
ist of the town, the Chairman, himself a 
college graduate, stated that twenty-five 
years ago his class had entered the uni- 
versity ninety-five per cent nominal Chris- 
tians; at the end of their course, ninety 
per cent were avowed atheists. He added 
that so far as he knew he was the only 
one who had regained his faith, and that 
he put down to the faithful and steady fol- 
lowing up and meeting of his difficulties 
by consecrated scholars. 

In 1934, one letter of many others re- 
ceived in similar vein, contained the appeal : 
“My first four months here at have 
been most enjoyable. However, I must 
admit that many small but significant fea- 
tures have occurred and my spiritual foun- 
dation has experienced a _ discouraging 
shake-up. ... I am requesting you to send 
any available material to use in a term 
paper. ... I am sure your literature will 
be a mighty ‘strengthener’ to me and to 
many with whom I am intimately ac- 
quainted.” 

This student was “shaky” after four 
months; how many more find themselves 
in the same plight? Is there not increas- 
ing need for taking to heart God’s clear 
word that it is necessary in the Christian 
warfare to be “ready always to give an 
answer to every man that asketh you a 
reason of the hope that is in you with 
meekness and fear”? (1 Pet. 3:15.) 


His Faith Nearly Wrecked 


A letter in 1935 from the same student 
brings the heartening news that “although 
an entirely different man than I was in 
September, 1934, I am confident that, with 
your and others’ suggestions and help, I 
have survived the strongest blows of a 
havoc-rendering freshman year in college. 
I wish to thank you again for your kind 
response and interest in my school year.” 

This student has been put into contact 
with those who can help solve the prob- 
lems with which he is confronted, problems 
that would undermine our loved faith. -We 





have in connection with our work many 
outstanding men and women of scholarship 
who are willing to devote hours of their 
precious time to this missionary work of 
building up in the faith those detoured 
through today’s liberal teachings. We 
praise God for the certain fulfillment : of 
Isaiah 59:19: “So shall they fear the 
name of the Lord from the west, and his 
glory from the rising of the sun, when the 
enemy shall come in like a flood, the Spirit 
of the Lord shall lift up a standard against 
him.” ' 

In 1936, again we read (one of the scores 
of letters in hand): “I am one of many 
troubled mothers you have the God-given 
privilege of helping. .. . My boy tells me he 
no longer accepts all the Bible, the virgin 
birth of our Lord, or the miracles. My 
heart bleeds to think of it... . He is the 
son of many hopes, and went into college 
to train as a medical missionary. . .. If 
you can help I know you will, but it would 
be unwise to mention that you heard from 
me.” 


A Wanderer Brought Home 


In another instance we found that a 
listener to one of our addresses had been 
training for medical missionary work, and 
had lost out to such an extent that she 
professed to be a convinced atheist. We 
were led to pray definitely for God’s wis- 
dom in approach, and are happy to report 
that, through a contact made with a stu- 
dent who had successfully come through 
the same difficulties, she has returned to 
the love: of her Lord, and is once again 
humbly and devotedly seeking his will in 
her life work 

A lettet to me trom one or tne leading 
members of the Anti-God Combine con- 
tains the following: “The real proposition 
is, according to your letter, that you were 
a wretched, lost sinner, and ‘another’ died 
for you in order that your God might be 
so placated as to forgive you. Now to 
me this is absolute nonsense, and I must 
say NO as emphatically as the English 
language will permit. You were not a 
wretched, lost sinner, but a dear good 
woman, without need of salvation from any 
source except your own good works, and 
especially your kind heart and good out- 
look on your neighbors. If your God 
wanted to forgive you, why could he not 
have done it without first killing his Son? 
He had nothing to forgive you for, and the 
killing of his Son did not help the matter 
in the least. The sacrifice of an innocent 
person cannot cure the wickedness of a 
guilty one. The thing is not to sin at all, 
and this is not impossible. There is no 
sin except the intentional harm to some 
other person or sentient being. Unbelief 
is not sin; it is a matter merely of opinion. 
If it were sin you would be a sinner for 
your unbelief in Mormonism and Moham- 
medanism, I thank God every day because

Encouragements and warnings from all the world

N DEFENSE of the Faith.—In the 
Palestine Museum in Jerusalem is the 
onyx seal of Jaazaniah, one of the army 

captains who surrendered to Gedaliah (2 
Kings 25:23). On this seal is a rooster 
with comb and spurs, an indication that 
domestic fowl were known in Palestine 
six centuries before Christ, although no 
mention is made of them in the Old Testa- 
ment. 

Christ brought hope into the hopeless- 
ness of classical paganism. This is one 
proof of the truth. It altered the whole 
attitude of men’s minds toward death. The 
French are at present excavating an early 
Christian cemetery in Sainte Salsa, Al- 
geria, and have already opened 500 graves. 
Pagans were wont to show their affection 
for their dead by burying jewels and other 
family valuables with them. There is 
nothing of the'sort here, — only poor skele- 
tons fallen to dust. But there are inscrip- 
tions, such as, “Be happy this day,” which 
are worth more than jewels. The most 
significant fact is that they are all buried, 
side by side, facing the rising sun. They 
are the children of the resurrection await- 
ing the appearance of the Day Star. 

Dr. Garrow Duncan comments (in Life 
and Work) on Genesis 11:3: “And they 
had brick for stone, and slime had they 
for morter.” Slime is really bitumen, and 
the Mound of Ur in Southern Babylonia, 
where Abraham lived, is now known as the 
mound of pitch, or bitumen-slime, Tell 
Mugheir. 


A Corroboration of Esther 1 : 1.—In 
this verse Ahasuerus, who is identified 
with the Xerxes of Greek history, is spoken 
of as reigning “from India even unto 
Ethiopia, over an hundred and seven and 
twenty provinces.” The Oriental Institute 
of the University of Chicago working in 
Mesopotamia have found plates defining the 
Persian Empire under Darius the Great 
and Xerxes. Two are of gold and silver 
respectively ; some of engraved stone. They 
may have originally been foundation rec- 
ords. One reads, “Darius the Great King, 
the King of Kings, the King of the lands. 

. This is the empire which I possess 
from the Sacae who are beyond Sogdia 
as far as the Kush; from Indus as far 
as the Sparda.” (That is, southwest 
through ancient Kush to the borders of 
Ethiopia; southeast to the Indus river ia 
northwest India.) In the new inscriptions 
Xerxes claims on the west “the Ionians 
who dwell in the sea and those that dwell 
beyond the sea,” referring to the Greeks 
of Asia Minor and of Greece. 


The Story of the Essex Five.—Five 
young ministers of the county of Essex 
(England) were given leave by their re- 
spective churches to engage in village evan- 
gelism in the county for a week in each 
month. Their experiences have been gath- 
ered up in a little book entitled “An Ad- 


venture for God.”1 Their leader, Hugh 
C. C. McCullough, was during the war 
an air pilot who was buried alive three 
times by shell explosions in Flanders. He 
is pastor in Dagenhaim, a suburb of Lon- 
don where great housing estates have re- 
cently been built. 

These young pastors during their apos- 
tolic week devote two hours each morning 
to New Testament study and prayer, and 
in the afternoon visit from house to house 
to announce their arrival. The local min- 
isters in some places have joined the team 
in these devotions. As the meetings have 
continued friends and converts are regis- 
tered as prayer partners. The number has 
reached 7oo. “What might God not do 
through the prayers of a thousand pleaders 
in Essex pledged to intercession during 
the autumn!” 

“We have seen the team come from the 
inquiry room, after an hour’s quiet talk 





The Control of Funds 
in the Baptist Church 


Dr. Hugh C. Burr of the First 
Baptist Church, Detroit, is sending 
out a statement, based on confer- 
ence with leading and numerous 
Baptist pastors, which asks that the 
personnel of the Board of Finance 
and Promotion of the Northern 
Baptist Convention be changed from 
sixty-two representatives of national, 
state, and city societies to sixty-three 
pastors of local churches who will 
be selected by the Northern Baptist 
Convertion and serve without sal- 
ary. This on the ground that the 
present financial crisis of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Foreign Missionary 
Society is largely the fault of secre- 
taries and officials out of touch with 
the local churches. ‘‘We need to 
free the co-operating societies from 
the grip of a system which is chok- 
ing them to death.” They plan to 
take the financial control of the de- 
nomination out of the hands of a few 
officials and put it into the hands 
of local co-operating churches, 

















with converts, faces all aglow, but with 
eyes which tell their tale of weeping with 
those that weep.

Their preaching has an uncompromising

character, and often is effectively epigram- 
matic. Thus: 

“Be ready to enter the witness-box for 
Jesus.” 

“You may label a bottle of poison ‘Es- 
sence of Peppermint,’ but in so doing you 
make it only the more dangerous. You 
may conjure with the word ‘sin,” but you 
cannot get the hiss of the serpent out of it.” 

“Irritation and anger are dirty sins. You 
would be horrified if your guest found his 
room dirty. Yet you ask Jesus to live in 
your heart and allow these sins to remain. 
You think envy a minor sin; yet it was 
‘for envy’ they crucified him (Mark 15: 
10).” 

“The genius of sin is to separate. Adam’s 
sin banished him from the presence of God 
and our Lord’s loneliness was the curse 
of separation, vicariously borne for our 
sins. He was forsaken that you might 
never be. The sun set over Christ but 
rose. Over us. 


“Droop sacred head upon that breast divine, 
The strife is o’er, the victory is thine. 
Hush, sounds of earth. Sink, sink, thou 

mournful sun; 


On Calvary’s cross, lo, mercy’s work is 

done.’ ” 

Medicine for a Weak Church.—J. E. 
Windsor is pastor of the Colombia Meth- 
odist Church, Cincinnati. He was brought 
up in a devout home, but his Christian 
faith was destroyed in a theological semi- 
nary. He went into business and became 
a successful manufacturer. “A few years 
later,” he says, “I found Jesus Christ in 
personal, joyous experience as my Saviour 
from sin. I began to serve him first as a 
layman in harvesting souls, then in the 
ministry, a step which involved the re- 
nunciation of a good income.” God’s lead- 





ing brought him into relation with the. 


Christian and Missionary Alliance and 
finally to a-run-down, discouraged church 
in Cincinnati, a church with but twenty- 
five active members, finances at a standstill, 
and the building in a tragically bad state 
of repair. 

“My aim was to preach Christ, a living, 
loving, saving Christ. The first result was 
increased attendance. Sunday evening 
services of an informal evangelistic type 
were begun four years ago. The attendance 
now averages 400. Class meetings, teachers’ 
training class, and personal workers’ class 
have been started and are flourishing. A 
noticeable feature is the extent to which 
the young people are interested.” 

Mr. Windsor writes in The Missionary 
Review of the effect of this type of preach- 
ing’ on missionary giving. The figures for 
1930-34 tell the tale,— $105, $463, $657, 
$1,006; $2,082, and in 1935 pledges for 
$2,750. This does not include large amounts 
expended on relief and other local work. 


A Great Ministry.—During thirty-eight 
years R. Rowntree Clifford has carried on 
his remarkable work in West Ham, Lon- 
don, one of the most depressed areas of 
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the city. Mrs. Rowntree Clifford has been 
with him thirty-one years, coming first 
to help in the distribution of the London 
Press funds raised for the starving multi- 
tudes in the terrible winter of 1904-5. That 
discerning and able political writer of The 
News-Chronicle, A. J. Cummings, speaks 
of her as the natural successor of Cather- 
ine Booth. Her weekly meeting for women 
is one of the most remarkable in the world. 
Its membership is restricted to 2,500, and 
there is actually a long waiting-list of 
working women who desire to be members 
of this meeting. Whatever the weather 
the great building is packed to capacity. 
On a recent Monday no less than a hundred 
working women made their spoken decision 
of faith in the Lord Jesus. Mrs. Rowntree 
Clifford knows personally almost every 
woman who comes to the meeting, a feat 
of both memory and love which it would 
be difficult to match. She is a speaker of 
great power. Of the general situation in 
this submerged area she says, “As an old 
campaigner I may perhaps be permitted to 
write that the root trouble ts sin.” 

The old and small chapel in Barking 
Road, where the work was started, is now 
used as the children’s church. The main 
work is carried on in a magnificent pile 
of buildings. Three new buildings have, 
in the past year, been added to the plant, 
one of them a refuge for old men, called 
“Eventide.” The main beam of the build- 
ing bears the verse, “At evening time it 
shall be light” and the beam between the 
main doors is inscribed with the carved 
couplet (taken from a West of England 
cottage) : 


“Enter, dear Lord, mine house with me 
Until I enter thine with thee.” 


A Founder of Seamen’s Missions.— 
Oscar Zimmerman is a native of Vienna 
who in his boyhood days was much op- 
pressed with the consciousness of sin. His 
family emigrated to Oakland, California, 
and there he was invited by a church visitor 
to attend services in German. He was 
converted and finally went for training to 
the Los Angeles Bible Institute. His eve- 
nings were spent evangelizing railroad men 
in a chapel on Terminal Island. Later he 
visited ships in the harbor, holding im- 
promptu meetings and distributing Chris- 
tian literature and Scripture portions. This 
work developed into a department of the 
Institute’s evangelistic ministry, and for 
eight years Mr. Zimmerman was the super- 
intendent. In 1921 he founded in San Fran- 
cisco the Immanuel Mission to Seamen. 
About this time he felt called to go on 
long missionary journeys in the interest 
of seamen’s missions. These have taken 
him over a large part of the world, and 
in the subsequent eleven years he has 
opened some forty stations where the Gos- 
pel is preached daily in a hundred languages 
or dialects. Of this remarkable ministry 
The King’s Business writes: 

“The story of the extension and the 
financial support of this mission to seamen 
is a continuous record of the grace of 
God. There has never been a single gift 
larger than $500, and that amount was 
received only once. The three extensive 
missionary trips were made at very little 
expense. Railroad and steamship com- 
panies, recognizing the value of the work, 
kindly granted free transportation... In no 
port were more than two weeks spent.

Seldom was that much time needed to 
look over the field, to interest Christian 
workers in it, to gain access to the ships, 
to locate the suitable man to superintend 
the mission, to teach how he ought to go 
about the work, and to secure the needed 
literature. In spite of the fact that much 
had to be done in ports where the language 
was entirely unknown to Mr. Zimmerman, 
especially in the Orient, God marvelously 
answered prayer and gave success.” 

Mr. Zimmerman reports: “Every steamer 
going out of San Francisco with Chinese 
has been visited. Many of these Chinese 
are deportees being sent back to China. 
On one ship 500 received the Gospel. We 
have visited every house and store in 
Chinatown.’’ 


A Zealous Witness in Copenhagen.— 
Some years ago a Norwegian oil tanker 
lay anchored thirty-five miles up the river 
from San Francisco. In her crew was a 
hardened and desperate man who for twenty 
years had roamed the world with mutiny 
in his very blood and whose delight was 
sin. An eleven-year-old boy gave him 
one of Mr. Zimmerman’s Gospels and 
quoted parts to him. The result was his 
final conversion. 

This wild sailor, Niels Jensen, is now in 
charge of Mr. Zimmerman’s work in 
Copenhagen harbor. He has placed thou- 
sands of Gospels on board vessels in a 





Revival in the Congo 





At Lukolela (Congo Free State), 
where the men’s inquirers’ class had 
increased fourfold and that of the 
women elevenfold, there has re- 
cently been a baptism. A great 
crowd assembled at the mission 
beach, all fetishes were placed in a 
canoe which was paddled into mid- 
stream. Then they were cast into 
the river depths never more to be 
seen. As the canoe returned to 
the beach the crowd broke out 
into singing “All hail the power of 
Jesus’ name.” |

ment has spread far and wide. Con- 
verted men have gone hither and 
thither fo convert others. They 
know by personal experience the 
power of the Holy Ghost. Thou- 
sands of inquirers are looking to the 
church for instruction. “Villages, 
which a couple of years ago were 
most offensive to visiting mission- 
aries, have sent to us begging us to 
establish a work in their midst,” 
writes one missionary. 











single month. Large numbers of Russian 
sailors arrive in Copenhagen on Russian 
ships and return to their homes in Russia. 
This gives opportunity for iatroducing 
Scriptures into Soviet Russia, otherwise 
closed to their circulation. As a result 
of his visits to Russian ships several Rus- 
sian seamen were truly converted. On their 
next visit to Copenhagen they invited Mr. 
Jensen to go with them into Russia and 
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to speak to their families about the Gos- 
pel. In spite of great difficulties connected 
with the trip Jensen accompanied them, the 
sailors themselves paying his fare, and 
through interpreters he had the privilege, 
night after night, of ministering the Word 
to these families, young and old, and at 
the end got out of Russia safely. 


Praying Lepers.—In the great Filipino 
leper colony at Culion, Philippine Islands, 
there is a group of Filipino women who are 
both lepers and Christians. They have 
recently sent out a letter concerning the 
prayer life. 

“Earnest, persistent prayer,” they say, 
“is a sure way to overcome obstacles in 
Christian work. Three kinds of prayer are 
very helpful. 

“A. Common prayer three times a day 
helps those participating to a true fellow- 
ship in the household. 

“B. Individual prayer, in the stillness of 
the day or in the night when, alone with 
God; we pour forth all our hearts’ desires 
and supplication. Alone with him we tell 
him of our weaknesses that he may give 
us his power and his peace. 

“C. Collective silent prayer. In a defi- 
nite place and for a definite purpose the 
women workers gather together for this 
prayer. Those who have been evangelized 
are prayed for. One leads, reading sub- 
jects for prayer,—the persecuted in other 
lands, the Jews, that the opposers of the 
Gospel may be brought to God, for the 
sick and tired in hospitals. All the grace, 
triumphs, and strength that we have are 
the fruits of these prayers. 

“Finally, the work. The Lord sent out 
his disciples two by two. We thank him 
that our sickness has not been a hindrance 
in being sent two by two to bring the Gos- 
pel to the uninstructed. It is not easy. 
They even’ repulse us. Yet prayers for 
them are continued until they come to the 
feet ot our Lord.” 


In the Kingdom of Patna (India) there 
are seventy-five Baptist churches, with three 
in adjoining districts. Their origin was 
on this wise. In 1893 two native evan- 
gelists of the Baptist Mission undertook 
work among the caste people with but 
meager results. Then one of them, Daniel 
Dass, heard one day a voice saying, “Dan- 
iel, carry the Good News to these my 
brethren,” indicating the near-by and re- 
pulsive outcaste quarters. Daniel balked. 
But the voice came again, and the won- 
dering evangelist entered the camp of the 
pariahs. They listened. Within a few 
months fourteen were baptized. Today the 
membership is 3,700, in a Christian com- 
munity of 14,000. The baptisms of the 
year past were 422 in number. 

Mr. Hodge, former secretary of the 
National Christian Council of India, writes 
of this work: “Happily it is not chained 
to the car of excessive institutionalism. 
The highest venture of the mission is a 
middle vernacular school in Balangir. The 
hospital is a dispensary. By car, cycle, 
bullock and cart, and on foot, they carry 
on the great itinerating tradition they have 
inherited. At the recent annual meetings 
some 600 delegates were present, many of 
them having walked in from villages up 
to seventy miles away. They bore the 
badge of honest poverty and their clothes 
were mostly village-spun,— many of the 
Christians are weavers, — but they carried 
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themselves well, were alert in discussion, 
and listened eagerly in the hot afternoon 
sessions to the expounding of the Word. 
The communion service of the closing day 
was severely simple,—hymn, prayer, 
Scripture-reading with short exposition, 
and the Supper itself,.but I saw a window 
opened in Heaven and the light of God 
shining on the faces around me.” 


“Twice-Born Men.”—One of Korea’s 
leading evangelists, Kim Ik Doo, one-time 
gambler and drunkard, was such a violent 
disturber of the peace that on market days 
wine shop keepers would pray to their 
household gods. to be saved from a visit 
from him. After his conversion he spent 
days and nights in prayer, going into, the 
mountains that he might give himself more 
completely to communion with God. This 
practice he still continues, with fasting, 
and it is a marvel to all how he can con- 
tinue his work with so little rest and food. 
As an evangelist he now labors incessantly, 
answering calls from all over Korea and 
from Manchuria, from China, and from 
Koreans in Siberia. Tens of thousands 
have come to know Christ though his min- 
istry. 

Mrs. W. S. Sweet of Hangchow tells of an 
insane man, restless and troublesome, who, 
six years ago, came to her meetings. He 
gradually learned to sing, became quiet, and 
was made anew. “How wonderful that our 
Father can take these broken vessels and 
make them over! He is now a deacon, a 
quiet, steadfast, consecrated man, who goes 
out into the country evangelizing. When 
he first came to the meetings his wife 
would stand outside the chapel and curse 
him with a loud voice so that the whole 
neighborhood could hear. But she, too, 
is a saved woman.” 

From the Bible Churchman’s Missionary 
Society comes this story of Ibraham 
Njomo, an African Christian in the em- 
ploy of the Forestry Department at Kitale. 
Some time ago he ied a party of natives 
into the woods to cut timber for a church 
building. While prospecting he fell from 
the top of a tree into a branch below. His 
ankle caught in the fork of the tree and 
was almost wrenched off. He hung for 
hours. Fearing that he might die before 
aid should come he found a bit of paper 
in. his pocket and, being without pencil, 
wrote with the blood of his wound the 
following letter: 

“7-2-35, 12 A. M. I fell from a tree 
when cutting poles for building the Church 
of God. Do not stop building the church 
and do not cease to follow Jesus Christ. 
Ibraham Njomo.” 

Four hours later a search party found 
him and brought him to a hospital where 
his leg was amputated. “I cannot under- 
stand,” he said, “why the Lord has allowed 
this thing to happen, but it must be for his 
glory. So I will trust.” 


The New Life Movement in China is 
sponsored by General Chiang Kai-Shek, 
perhaps the ablest leader that modern China 
has had. It at least sets up ideals. Mr. 
Houghton of the China Inland Mission men- 


tions a fence near Shanghai billboarded with 


the words, “We must be dignified, clean, 
simple, honest.” One thinks of Paul’s words 
in Philippians 4:8: ‘“Whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are honest, 
whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure.” One would like to see 
such an admonition posted on theatrical 
upper Broadway where dignity, simplicity, 
and cleanness are unknown. “The purpose 
of tiie New Life Movement is to revive 
the ancient virtues of the nation, — pro- 
priety, justice, integrity, and a sense of 
shame.” Again one thinks of New York. 
Branches of the movement have been 
formed in every province and in scores of 
cities. 

“Its regulations,” says Mr. Houghton, 
“are printed in blue and white wherever 
there is wall space, on telegraph poles, 
in buses and ferry boats. They are con- 
cerned with the deepest problems of mor- 
ality as well as with dress and deportment. 
There are exhortations to both honesty 
and cleanliness, to refraining from taking 
bribes, and from spitting in public places. 
In many cities in Szechwan officials make 
a weekly inspection of every house, and, 
according to conditions, affix a colored label 
marked ‘Clean,’ ‘Fairly Clean,’ or ‘Dirty.’” 

The gradual eradication of opium is 
one of the objects of the movement, Hun- 
dreds of addicts are put under compulsory 
treatment. The punishment of those who 
lapse is death. When General Chiang went 
to Chungking he inquired if there were 
any opium dens in the city. They were all 
closed in twenty minutes. 

This is of course all to the good, and 
Mr. Houghton is able to say that probably 
China has never had so large a number of 
honest idealists in high places working for 
the public welfare. He also quotes Chi- 
nese officials who recognize that, for suc- 
cess, idealist programs need regenerate 
hearts. Thus the vice-mayor of Nanking 
said ts an American missionary, “I am not 
a Christian myself, but I know that you 
can do something which we cannot do.” 
He offered, as representative of the city 
government, ‘to pay for night schools to 
be conducted under Christian atispices with 
definite Christian teaching. 

It is interesting to learn that the char- 
acters used for “Life” in the title “The 
New Life Movement” are not “Seng ming,” 
or life the essential principle, but “Seng 
Hoh,” that is, life in its outward expres- 
sicii. Evidently the promoters of the move- 
ment are discerning men. 


The Missionary Methods of Romanism. 
—Details of the Italian attack on the 
Swedish mission at Eritrea have come in. 
The missionaries were told to. leave in 
seven days and their property was confis- 
cated. At the same time all public serv- 
ices and prayer was forbidden. The chil- 
dren in the mission schools were taken 
away on trucks and handed over to the 
Roman Catholic mission. The same was 
done with grown women. On shipboard 
to Europe the Protestant missionaries were 
put under surveillance. At Rome they were 
not allowed to communicate with the Swed- 
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ish minister, and when finally they passed 
out of Italy they were robbed of 6,000. lire 
(about $500) at the Brenner Pass by Italian 
police. 

One can understand what will probably 
happen in Abyssinia. 

In the sixteenth century Portuguese 
traders brought gunpowder and lead to 
China and exchanged them for tea, silk, 
porcelain, and twelve hundred baptisms. 
In the war museum in Tokyo one can still 
see an old Catholic cannon inscribed with 
crucifixes and pious Latin texts. 

And such practices have survived. Dur- 
ing the Tai Ping rebellion of the last 
century in China Marshal Lin Ah Too and 
3,000 men consented to be baptized as 
Catholics in return for firearms. 

So in England. The Roman Catholic 
mayor of London, Sir Stephen Killik, has 
given a dinner in the Mansion House to 
the members of the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy of England. The dinner was served 
on the gold plate of the City and the band 
of the Royal Artillery played during the 
dinner. Replying to the toast “The Lord 
Mayor,” Sir Stephen expressed the hope that 
his year of office would be “a further step 
on the road to a complete restoration of 
the Faith in this country.” 


Brief Notes.—A stone dug up last year 
in the ruins of the Capernaum synagogue 
is now discovered to be inscribed in Ara- 
maic with the intriguing words: “As a 
good memorial for Zebedee, son of John, 
who made the pillar as a memorial for 
himself. Amen.” ...A correspondent of 
the Christian Century mentions the immi- 
gration of a considerable body of Christian 
Turks, the Gagavuz, from Roumania into 
Turkey, and adds: “I understand that the 
Turkish government is considering the pos- 
sibility of having young Gagavuz educated 
at leading Christian seminaries abroad so 
as to lay the foundation of a Turkish 
national church.” . . . In South India Ez- 
havas, outcastes of Travancore, who 
number perhaps a million, are considering 
leaving Hinduism and identifying them- 
selves with the “church of the king-em- 
peror,” that is, the Church Missionary 
Society. ... A Prussian clergyman is re- 
ported to have removed the last two letters 
from the inscription I. N. R. I. (Jesus of 
Nazareth, King of the Jews) from the 
altar antipendium. “He felt rightly,” says 
Flammenzeichen, “that a king of the Jews 
could not be the Saviour of the world.” 
But one wonders why he retained the I 
and the N. ... Jewish children in Pales- 
tine can now read “Alice in Wonderland” 
and Grimm’s “Tales” and the stories of 
Hans Andersen and “The Arabian Nights,” 
—all in Hebrew. ... Dr. W. E. Orchard, 
now Father Orchard, has been brought to 
London by the Jesuits to win others to the 
church to which he now belongs. A mem- 
ber of the Protestant Truth Society was 
on hand at his first meeting to put ques- 
tions to the distinguished Roman convert, 
and Dr. Orchard knew too much of Scrip- 
ture to be able to answer them satisfactor- 
ily from a Roman Catholic angle. The dis- 
appointed Roman press said little or nothing 
of the first appearance of the ex-Congre- 
gationalist minister. When one said to him, 
“Father Orchard, if you can show me 
where any one of the apostles ever said 
Mass I will join your church,” Dr. Or- 
chard held his peace.

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The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


OR six months we have been priv- 
F ileged to travel with Luke, the beloved 

physician and the world’s greatest 
historian, over that short period of history 
that has given all history a new meaning. 
The heart of history is indeed “His Story.” 
Before we go.on to study the second book 
of the great historian, we do well to 
review this book that Luke tells us records 
“all that Jesus began both to do and 
teach,” until the day he was received up. 
“Jesus Meeting Human Needs” is a happy 
title for such a review. Luke’s second 
work is a story of even greater -miracles, 
for it is the story of what Jesus continued 
to do and to teach from his place at the 
right hand of God. What he did on earth 
made it possible for him to meet human 
needs. But those needs are still so mighty 
that they can only be met by a mighty, 
living Saviour at the right hand of power. 
One of the ways in which we continue in 
living touch with him is by studying these 
inspired words that tell of his earthly life; 
for these events constitute the Gospel, 
“those things which are most surely be- 
lieved among us.” 


The Historical Setting 


Luke’s record covers the Gospel story 
“from the very first,” beginning with the 
announcement of John the Baptist’s birth, 
probably 6 B. C., till the ascension of the 
Lord, possibly on May 18, A. D. 3o. 


Sentence Summaries of the Lessons 


The following sentences suggest one 
thought from each lesson of the first two 
quarters showing how the Lord Jesus met 
human needs: 

1. A Mother’s Song is one of the great- 
est heralds of the birth of Jesus. Mary’s 
Magnificat strikes the keynote of adora- 
tion and rejoicing in God our Saviour, a 
keynote for Luke and for our lives. 

2. A Prophetic Vision. Simeon was a 
satisfied saint, satisfied with Jesus; if we 
know Simeon’s Saviour, we shall have 
Simeon’s humility, his faith and joy and 
wonder, and we shall share his vision of 
a suffering and triumphant Saviour. 

3. Jesus Prepares for His Work. Our 
Saviour fulfilled all righteousness for us, 
and he was tempted for us that he might 
deliver us from that same tempter. 


4. Jesus Declares His Purpose. He came 
to the lost — the poor, broken-hearted, cap- 
tive, blind, bruised; he came that he might 
bring them salvation— glad tidings, heal- 
ing, deliverance, sight, liberty. 

5. Jesus Calls Disciples. We need to 
become his disciples that he might -:nake 
us fishers of men; when we give up our 
all, we gain Chris?’s all.

For. supernatu- 
ral service there must be supernatural 
vision, a vision of the cross, of glory, of 
certainty, of power: the vision of Christ 
is the secret of glad and triumphant serv- 
ice, 


10. Jesus Teaches Neighborliness. Hu- 
man needs can only be met by good Samari- 
tans who love their neighbors as them- 
selves; Christ living in the heart is the 
only secret of that kind of practical love. 

11. Jesus Teaches His Disciples to Pray. 
All human needs are met if we learn to 
pray; with the Lord as our example and 
teacher, with the Father to hear and an- 
swer, with the Holy Spirit to guide and 
empower, shall we fail in prayer? 

12. Jesus Teaches True Values. Over 
against the world’s values—laying up 
treasure for self, anxiety for food and cloth- 
ing, living for present gain, seeking mate- 


rial things, denying Christ—are set the 
true values: seeking first Christ’s Kingdom 
and his righteousness. 


13. Jesus Explains the Kingdom. To live 
for the Kingdom of God, we must under- 
stand the Kingdom and its spiritual char- 
acter: to enter it we must be born again; 
and once within, the passion of our lives 
will be to strive to win others, knowing 
that the Kingdom offer is for all men. 


14. Jesus Invites All People. God’s glo- 
rious invitation to “come quickly” we 
should accept with joy, and then we should 
follow the command to “go quickly” and 
tell of the invitation to that feast where 
every need is met. 


15. Jesus Triumphs over Death. The 
greatest need of dead men is tiat they 
might live; because Christ lives, we also 
live in resurrection power, with the priv- 
ilege of proclaiming the resurrection mes- 
sage. 

16. God, the Forgiving Father. To un- 
derstand the Father’s heart of infinite com- 
Passionate love is to know that every need 
of life is met, the need of free and full 
forgiveness, and then the rich and full sup- 
ply in the Father’s house. 


17. Jesus Looks at Wealth and Poverty. 
The rich man had all his human needs 
abundantly met, according to his own view 
and the view of the world; but heedless of 
the needs of Lazarus, he missed the riches 
of Heaven; let us look at wealth and pov- 
erty as Jesus looked at them, in the light 
of the unseen world. 

18. Jesus Teaches Forgiveness, Humility, 
and Gratitude. When we face such teach- 
ing, our need is faith, the faith that works 
by love, the faith that forgives, and moves 
mountains, and excludes boasting, and over- 
flows with loving gratitude: this is the 
victory.

Preach 
the personal coming of Christ in glory. 


The Heart of the Lessons 


“Jesus of Nazareth went about doing 
good.” What a sentence this is to describe 
the life of the Son of God on earth! As 
they watched him day by day, that is 
what they saw him doing. Luke is the 
story of the Son of man, living the human 
life as God planned it should be lived. 
And that means it was a miracle life, lived 
by the mighty power of God. But it was 
more than a normal human life lived in the 
power of God. It was such a life as a 
sinless man and the divine Saviour would 
live in a sin-cursed world. 

The Holy Spirit, who inspired Luke to 
record the life, inspired the prophets to 
predict the coming of that Son of man. 
The Holy. Spirit: filled John the Baptist 
to be Messiah’s forerunner. The Holy 
Spirit came in mighty power upon the 
virgin Mary, that this holy One might 
be born as a babe. The Holy Spirit filled 
him as a child, so that he grew in grace 
and in the knowledge of God. When the 


great hour struck for the ministry, the - 


Holy Spirit came and anointed him. He 
was full of the Holy Spirit when he went 
into the wilderness to be tempted. At 
Nazareth, where as a child and a young 
man Jesus. went about doing good, there 
Luke begins the story of this ministry. 
And it begins with the words: “The Spirit 
of the Lord is upon. me,” —anointed by 
the Spirit to preach good tidings to the 
poor, to proclaim release to the captives, 
recovering of sight to the blind, to set 
at liberty the bruised, to proclaim the 
acceptable year of the Lord. 

That is the story of Luke — going about 
doing good, indeed, but doing it in the 
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mighty power of the Spirit. And the “good” 
is to make God’s salvation known .to poor 
and needy men. 

But this life of going about and doing 
good is not to end. He gathers his dis- 
ciples about him in order to send them 
forth with the same message of proclaim- 
ing the acceptable year of the Lord. The 
heavenly Father is to give the Holy Spirit 
to them also (Luke 11:13). It.is no acci- 
dent that the climax of the story comes 
with Jesus telling them that he will send 
the promise of the Father. And for what 
purpdse is the Holy Spirit given? In 
order that we might do what he did, in 
order that we might meet human needs. 
And how are we to meet them? By pro- 
claiming the acceptable year of the Lord, 
preaching good tidings to the poor, being 
witnesses unto him to the uttermost part 
of the earth. This has been our aim in 
studying Luke—to know Jesus Christ in 
order that we might make him known to 
others. 

The Lord Jesus not only did good, he 
was good. He not only revealed God, he 
was God. He not only preached good 
tidings, he was the good tidings. Thus 
he differed from us, for he was the sinless 
Son of man and the sovereign Son of God. 
And yet this also is to be our life, going 
about doing good, revealing Christ in our 
lives, and doing it by the mighty power 
of the Spirit.

Lesson 5 SAF Teaches Pirgivetiess, 
Humility, and Gratitude (Luke 17). For 
some reason, in spite of the writer, the 
Corner on this lesson seemed to run to illus- 
tration.

Lesson 7.—Jesus Imspires Honesty 
(Luke 19). In this lesson we found the 
unscrupulous tax-gatherer was a more 
hopeful man than the more particular Mr. 
Leading Jew. It will be noted in the 
Gospel narrative that Jesus never called 
Matthew or Zacchzus a thief. But he did 
call the Temple traders a whole den of 
thieves and drove them out by force. 


Lesson 8.—Building for the Future 
(Temperance Lesson) (Luke 20:1 to 21: 
38). We found out in this lesson to whom 
the coin of the realm belonged. Uncle 
Sam took all the gold, and the common 
people are going around with I. O. U.’s. 
And who is complaining? We take all 
Uncle Sam’s promissory notes we can get, 
don’t we? There are two “mites” the 
poorest can “cast” into “God’s treasury.” 
Adult class to keep boys and girls from 
“too big to go to Sunday school,” and to 
fill the pews. 


Lesson 9.—The Last Supper (Luke 22: 
1-38). The Lord’s good friends upon whom 
he could rely but whose names are not 
known outside of Heaven. The two great 
suppers. The Lord’s Supper. The Mar- 
riage Supper of the Lamb. Da Vinci’s 
great picture in which he draws every apos- 
tle of an athletic build. They were out- 
doors men. We wound up this lesson in 
the testing laboratory with materials cry- 
ing to the engineer, “Is it 1?”

Lesson 11.—Jesus Crucified (Luke 23). 
This was a lesson with two contrasts. 
the cross of the two malefactors one 
“railed” and the other believed his way 
into Paradise with the magic words, “Lord, 
remember me”! At the foot of the cross 
the “Jews,” the responsible parties, “railed” 
on him, “reviled” him, and wagged heads 
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at him, but the centurion “glorified God” 
and believed. The military shows up well 
all through the Gospel narratives. 


Lesson 12.—Jesus Exalted (Luke 24: 36- 
53). This was a lesson of opening under- 
standings, which is one of the most im- 
portant of world enterprises. At least for 
the present writer. Closed “Old Bill the 
crank!” Open, “You dear old Bill!” 
Uncle Sam’s promise and the power of 
it. God’s promise and the power of it. 
Why doesn’t God tell us all about Heaven? 
The little five-year-old’s answer to the ques- 
tion — “He wants it for a surprise.”

I am not a Christian, but that does not 
make me a sinner. It is merely my per- 
sonal opinion. .. . The whole thing is em- 
braced in the words of the philosopher: 
‘Do not to another what you would not 
wish to have done to you.’ This is the 
whole of religion and morals. There is 
nothing else.” (The underlining is by the 
writer of the letter.) 

The above extreme statement, modified, 
is the source today of our cults of Human- 
ism and Unity. 

It was later my joy to meet many of 
those who write me as those above, and in 
all cases, to establish a footing of courteous 
correspondence and to arouse a desire to 
find more light. In one instance, the self- 
termed atheist. consented to “listen in” 
while I spoke to the God he denied. This 
often happens in our work, for we have 
a God of the impossible, and men’s hearts 
are hungry for a righteousness that is alto- 
gether lovely, and strong, and satisfying; 
and, as I have more than once told large 
audiences, we hold the key to world prob- 
lems in our hands, for the answer to all 
such is Christ. 

Life abundant, thrills, beauty, satisfac- 
tion, and power; such are the goals sought 
on every side today; and Christianity, not 
the caricature of Christianity, presents the 
answer in its great and living Leader, the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Sometimes at college, 
the walls of the rooms would be hung with 
pictures of movie stars, and often with 
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portraits of old philosophers —very fine, 
many of them, but all dead. Lenin is dead, 
although thonsands yearly visit his tomb 
to gaze on the features that are expected 
to preserve their contour for all time. We 
present a living Christ, “a friend that stick- 
eth closer than a brother.” We feel that 
it is because there is so much misunder- 
standing that he is not in some quarters 
better known. We have failed to make the 
great introduction between sinner and Sav- 
iour; once heard, once seen, men and 
women are captured forever by his win- 
some power and thrilled to know he can 
impart all such attributes to his followers. 

The International Christian Crusade 
work is built up on a foundation of prayer, 
and each month some hundreds of prayer 
requests, sent to our office, are mailed out 
to 225 Prayer Centers, where consecrated 
men and women undertake to commit them 
to the One who hears and answers. The 
majority of these requests are from those 
losing out in faith themselves, or concerned 
about dear ones who have given up Chris- 
tianity.

6“¢\F MAKING many books there is 

no end; and ‘much study is a weari- 
ness of the flesh” (Eccles. 12:12), ex- 
claimed the vse rman of old. If this was 
true of his day, how much more so it is 
true of the age in which we live. We 
have but to glance at the tables of any 
modern bookstore, or stop for a moment 
at any magazine stand, to note the seem- 
ingly endless procession of books and mag- 
azines that are making a bid for some 
portion of our time. And we have but 
to glance through some of the offerings 
to realize that much of this material is 
indeed a weariness of the flesh.

What are young people to do amid the 
avalanche of books and magazines and 
papers that are poured out all about them? 
Must they wade through countless pages 
of trash and filth in the hope that here 
and there a nugget may be found? If 
you were about to journey to an unknown 
region which would you choose, a reliable 
flash light or a brilliant gasoline lantern, 
or would you choose a tallow dip or flick- 
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ering torch? It does not require much 
deliberation to decide in favor of the best 
light. Why is it then that we turn to 
every other type of reading on this jour- 
ney through life, and neglect the great 
searchlight that God has given us? 

It is God’s Word that “is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness: that the man 
of God may be perfect, throughly fur- 
nished unto all good works” (2 Tim. 3: 
16, 17). When we put God’s Word in 
its rightful place in our reading program, 
then many of our reading problems will 
be solved. It is the Bible that enables 
us to estimate properly the value of what 
we read elsewhere. We need the constant 
“washing of water by the word” (Eph, 5: 
26), so that we may be kept sensitive to 
God’s pure standards, and that we may 
be cleansed from the filth that meets our 
eyes many times almost against our wills. 

Let us learn, then, first of all in our 
reading to give God’s Word first place. 
Certainly a chapter a day is not too much, 
even for those of us whose days are 
crowded. Dr. Howard A. Kelly, the 
noted surgeon, has for many years madé 
it a practice to read nothing after his eve- 
ning dinner time except God’s Word. 
Some of us may not be able to do this 
because our schedules may be quite dif- 
ferent from his, but there is none of us 
who cannot give more time to the reading 
of God’s Word than he is now doing, if 
he really wishes to do so.

And if we are really reading God’s 
Word every day we shall soon find that 
we have a desire for books about God’s 
Word that will enable us to understand 
better what we read. A good commentary 
such as Jamieson, Fausset and Brown’s 
($4.05) will be an invaluable help. Mat- 
thew Henry’s commentary ($15) is larger 
and may be somewhat more expensive 
than most of us can afford, but if we can 
secure volumes of it from our pastor or 
from. the public library we will find it 
wonderfully helpful and most interesting 
reading. A good Bible dictionary such as 
John D. Davis’ will help to make our 
Bible reading more intelligent and profit- 
able.

If we would be really informed as to 
what Christianity has done and is doing 
in the world, we must not neglect mis- 
sionary literature. Here we can find hun- 
dreds of strong, sound, and thrillingly in- 
teresting stories of those who have given 
their lives that Christ might be made known 
to the uttermost parts.

But are Christians to read nothing but 
the Bible and books about the Bible and 
missionary stories? Not at all. A well 
balanced reading program will include 
three groups of books. Those for the 
heart, for the head, and for fun. Books 
and magazines about nature and scientific 
subjects help to stimulate the mind and 
broaden the outlook. Books of travel are 
not to be shunned, for thus those of us 
who do not have opportunity to see at 
first-hand other lands may increase our 
knowledge and appreciation of other peo-

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ples. Good fiction may safely be indulged 
in, if we take care to see that it does not 
crowd out more important things. 
’ Modern popular fiction is often filled 
with much that is distorted and vile, no 
matter how cleverly it may be disguised 
or dressed up.. It is foisted on the reading 
public, on the pretext of giving them real- 
ism. But those of us who belong to the 
Lord Jesus Christ cannot afford to waste 
our time or besmirch our minds with such 
books, even though they may be adver- 
tised as best sellers. 

However, our public library shelves 
carry stories that are just as gripping and 
‘considerably cleaner from the pens of such 
writers as Dickens, Thackeray, Winston 
Churchill, Cooper, Hawthorne, Witkie 
Coliins, Mark Twain, Lewis Carroll, Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson, Ian Maclaren, Rud- 
yard Kipling, Gene Stratton Porter, and 
the earlier works of Ralph Connor. They 
will more than repay our investigations, 

if we really want clean, wholesome, and 
~ gripping fiction. 

Last, but not least, we have access to 
the book review columns of such sound 
periodicals as THE Sunpay ScHOOL 
“TIMES as a guide to wholesome reading. 
The Children’s Book Week Number which 
this year will be the issue of October 24, 
1936, and the Book Number which will 
be the issue of November 21 will give 
many helpful suggestions as to safe mod- 
ern fiction, Christian biography, and devo- 
tional books.

The Foreign Missionary Enterprise and 
Its Sincere Critics. By Cleland B. McAfee, 
D.D. (Fleming H. Revell Co., New York, 
$1.50.) Dr. McAfee, a retiring Secretary 
of the Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A., seeks 
to answer criticisms that have been made 
against the Christian missionary enterprise. 
The particular criticisms with which he 
deals relate to the Philosophy of the Work, 
Missionary Personnel, Conditions in Home 
Lands, Field Reports, and Results of Mis- 
sionary Service. The author has brought 
to his task a wide experience in connec- 
tion with the work of foreign missions. 
There is a great deal of practical wisdom 
in the volume. But from the doctrinal 
point of view the book leaves much to be 
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desired. Without question the official mis- 
sionary boards of the larger denominations 
are face to face with a doctrinal issue of 
far-reaching significance. Many sincere 


‘ critics are disturbed by the compromising 


attitudes of some of these boards. Dr. 
McAfee seeks to allay all such fears. But 
he is not very successful in the attempt. 
For example: 

A serious charge brought against many 
missionary boards is that they are willing 
to co-operate on the field with union or- 
ganizations that are Modernistic in their 
position and teaching. There are two en- 
tirely different viewpoints on this subject. 

The first is that purity of doctrine must 
be maintained at any cost in every depart- 
ment of missions. Advocates of this view- 
point are unwilling to co-operate with any 
institution that fosters Modernism. 

Dr. McAfee is an exponent of the sec- 
ond point of view. With him, co-operation 
seems to be the goal. He writes: “We

cannot co-operate and dictate at the same 


time. We may as well settle that, first 
as last. In all co-operation there is a 
certain amount of give-and-take which must 
be accepted. . . . It cannot be expectéd of 
any joint agency that it will always meet 
the full approval of all its constituent mem- 
bers. In the very best of books (the Bible, 
for Christians excepted) there are certain 
to be passages with which one disagrees. 
Yet these very passages often serve one’s 
deepest needs by stimulating thought and 
evoking judgment. . . . So it is with all 
forms of co-operation.” 

Tue Sunpay ScuHoot Times has fre- 
quently called its readers’ attention to 
lamentable instances of Modernist co-opera- 
tion on the mission field. It is to be de- 
plored that a missionary secretary should 
minimize the doctrinal dangers involved in 
such co-operation. And it is to be feared 
that Dr. McAfee’s book will not reduce 
the number of “sincere critics” of the 
policies and programs of certain mission 
boards. 


More Than Money. By John D. Free- 
man, M.A., Th.M., D.D. (Sunday School 
Board of the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, Nashville, Tenn., 60 cents, cloth; 40 
cents, paper.) The Greek word for “stew- 
ard” means “housekeeper,” that is, one who 
owns nothing but may use everything, pro- 
vided that use be in the best interests of 
the employer. With this as a defining back- 
ground, Dr. Freeman has built up a re- 
markable treatise on the subject of stew- 
ardship. He shows first that its basis lies 
in man’s being a purchased possession of 
the Lord Jesus; next, that its life purpose 
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is the conservation of the body, the con- 
secration of self, and the concentration of 
powers in service. The stewardship of in- 
fluence is illuminatingly discussed, also that 
of talent, possessions, money, tithes and 
offerings, and lastly, the stewardship of 
love. Each chapter is well illustrated and 
outlined, and followed by suggestions for 
further study. Questions for review and 
examination make the work still further 
adaptable for study in young people’s so- 
cieties and in seminary courses.
